‘the Province of British Columbia will be 


© 


opened at 2 0’clock this afternoon, by bis 
Honor the Lieutenant Governor. The call- 
fag of the Hoase together at this early period 
of the season for the dispatch of business, 
will afford, we believe, satisfaction to the 
pablic generally, as well a8 the members of 
the House. The Government might, if they 
had felt so disposed, without being charge- 
able with any neglect of duty, or any intring- 
ment of the Constitution, have deferred the 
meeting of the Legislatore until the month of 
February next, but as their measures are all 
sufficiently matured, and their work ready 
for submission to the people's representa- 
tives, they deemed that the public interests 
would be better served by an early mecting 
of the Legislature than if it were put off till 
a later period of the season, The nature or 
the number of the measures about to be sub- 
mitted to the House for their consideration 
and action, is not for us to anticipate, suffice 
it to say the programme of the Government 
will be such as to commend itself to the 
judgment and favorable consideration of the 
House oa the one Band and the country on 
the other. It will be at.once liberal and 
progressive, and framed with au eye single 
to the prosperity of the country and the de- 
velopment of its resources. The past labors 
of the Government are before the people; 
they speak for themselves, and we venture to 
easy they are of a character to challenge in- 
vestigation and defy the assaults of their 
enémies. The public revenue has been 
disbursed with the most’ eerupulous 
pegard to economy and efficiency, pub- 
Bie works have been prosecuted with a 
degree of energy and strict regard to the 
wants of the public throughout the various 
@isiricts, such as never before characterized 
the operations of any of their predecessors in 
office. Under their administration more of 
the public land has been taken up and set- 
tled upon, and more new settlers have been 
added to our permanent population, than for 
any similar period of time during the past 
ten years. The mining laws have been so 
; ded ag to afford every encouragement to 
in the prosecution of their arduous 
“fabors and to promote the development of 
that very important branch of local industry. 
And the same may be said with respect to 


we’ | tho land laws. Notwithstanding the unseru-

* pulous attacks of such papers as the Colonist 
and Mainland Guardian, and their persistent 
efforts to disparage the Governnient and 
weaken their influence, we believe that no 
Government ever before stood so high in 
public estimation as the one which now coa- 
trols the administration of public affairs.

and wholesome legislation. We abide the 
igsue with confidence. If strict attention to 
duty, economy of administration, and the

Couccillor Gowen called the attention of 
the Council to the fact thut several persons 
had applied to the Street Committee to re- 
move tarf from the outlying streets. 

The general voice of the Uvuncil was heard 
on the subject, and it was fouod tobe op- 
posed to granting avy person permission to 
remove or cut turf, etc., from any of the 
streets, and on motion, it was resolved “that 
the Street Conimittee be not empowered to 
grant said permission to any one at all.” 

Councillor Gowen also called attention to 
the dilapidated state of Waddington Alley, 
and alluded to the uocertaibty as to the own- 
ership ofisaid property. 

Several opinions were heard as to the pro- 
per way to deal with the alleged nuisance, 
several Cuuncillors being opposed to improv- 
ing property at the cost of the city, and 
others being in favor of layiag down a side- 
walk, and macadamizing the street for the 
benefit of the public, who in reality would 
be benefited by the improvements. 

Councillor Haywari moved that the street 
Committee be empowered to repair the stre¢t 

Councillors expressed tear that property. 
ownere might build a residence it the cenwe 
of the street, immediately «fier repairs bad 
been effected. 

After further discussion, Councillor Taylor 
seconded the motion, which was lost. 

Councillor Morton moved an amendment 
to the effect that ifthe the property owners 
agreed to legaliy baod over the right of way 
to the Council for ever, then the Council 
would immediately repair the said right of 
way. Carried. 

After severl intimations that the alley 
sbould be closed, the matter was allowed .to 
stand over for. one week, to await the Action 
of property owners. 


THE HACK QUESTION. 


On motion of Councillor Gowen, the hack 
question was taken up, and the petition for | 
its suspension considered. 

Councillor Gowen moved to allow hacks 
and coaches to stand on either side of Yates 
street, from Government to Wharf, and ex- 
press wagons on either side of Government, | 
from Yates street northward. 

Councillor Keast moved ia emendment that 
the by-law be enforced in its entirety. 

Councillor Morton would second the ori- 
ginal motion, if the words ‘ with the assent 
of residents and property owners,” be added. 
(Words added.) 

Councillor Hayward seconded the amend- 
ment, which was put, and resulted in a tie 
vote ; his Worship, however, gave & casting 
vote io favor of the original motion. 

Tenders were opened fur grading, gravel- 
ling and b'astiog Courtenay street, and on 
motion, the contract was awatded to A. Bes- 
wick, at $398, tor greding and gravelling, 
and $t 75 per cubic yard, for blastiog. 

Councillor Morton called attection to the 
dog nuisance, and asked bis Worship to see 
that the pound-keeper did bis duty, aad 
made raids upon the canine race at certaio 
times; whereupon all dogs not being claimed 
from the pound-keeper, should be destroyed. 

On motios, it was resolved to offer the sum 
of $75 for suditing the Corporation accounts 
to the end of the current year. Applicatiors 
for the employmeat to be reccived ull Wed- 
nesday next. 

Councillor Morton also called attention to 
‘‘paughbty boys’’ turcing the gas, out at 
night, and breaking the lamps ; he hoped his 
Worship would call tbe attention of the 
police to the fact, and make examples of sev- 
eal of the * hoodlums.”’ 

With reference to the application of the 
Provincial Government for certain fines and 
fees of the city Pelice Court, a letter was 
read from the Hoo. Provincial Secretary, 
stating that the claim was made under the 
laws of the Province of British Columbia,aod 
by virtue of the prerogative of the Crowa. 
The communication, bowever, added that 
the Government does not claim tuxes, fines, 
and penalties, secared to the Council, by sec- 
tion 1, of the Municipal Fees Ordinance, 
1870. 

Councilor Hayward remarked that be had 
no doubt the Governm-ot were legally en- 
titled to the ‘fines, etc., alluded to, and the 
time bad arrived when the Council sbould 
hand them over. (Hear, bear.) 

Councillor Morton spoke at some length on 
the subject and said that is all probability 
opposing the payment would be merely fight- 
ing for an idea, which would be next to use- 
less. The most tangible method of dealing 
witb the question would be to ask the Gov- 
ernment tointroduce a short bill making tbe 
fines, fees, etc., the property of the city in 
future. 

His Worsbip agreed with the several speak- 
ers as to tbe liability of the city for the 
amounts claimed, and thought) it would be 
well to submit to the requ 
grace. 

Councillor Hayward moved that the fines 
and fees be handed over to the Government; 
the latter bad acted bandsomely to the city 
and he thought it best to take the advice of 
his Worship and the legal advisers of the 
Corporation and settle the claim inslanter, 

Conacillor Gowen alse admitted the liabil- 
ity ef tbe city in the amount claimed, and 
remarked that the Government had acted 
quite fairly 1n the matter. 

On motion, the resolution was carried 
unanimously, and the money will be paid 
over forthwith. 

Councillor Morton then moved that the city 
members be communicated With and request- 
ed to urge the Government to bring down a 
bill transferring-the fines, etc., in future to 
the city. Carried. 

The Counci) then adjourned.
